ATOM PROGRAM 
REVAMPED TO GIVE 
"H-BOMB PRORITY 


Another Goal Is Develop- 


ment of Nuclear En- 
gine for Ships—Weap- 
ons Stockpiling Rushed 


SOUTH HADLEY, Mass., March 
29 (AP)—The Atomic Energy 
Commission has revampéd its en- 
tire program to give first priority 
to development of a hydroge 
bomb. ‘ 

This was disclosed last night 
by Sumner T. Pike, acting chair- 
man of the commission. 

“We are doing some reshuffling 
of the projects and the personnel 
in the whole atomic energy. pro- 
gram in order to bring the ut- 
most weight to bear on the spe- 
cific weapons development work 
which the President has recently 
directed us to pursue,” Pike told 
a Mount Holyoke College audi- 
ence. 

One purpose of this work, he 
said, is to speed up the develop- 
ment of an atomic engine for 
naval vessels. Under the Presi- 
dent’s program, Pike said, this 
project will receive “even higher 
emphasis.”

The total 
kill in these five Ozark counties 
was 120 fewer than for 1948. The 
one bright spot in the analysis is 
Ste. Genevieve county with 186 
deer killed in 1949, to lead the 
entire list of 25 counties.

No criticism is intended in this 
column of the Conservation agents 
who patrol these five counties. 
There is simply too much and too 
rugged a territory for any one 
man to cover efficiently, but it is 
almost common knowledge that, 
in at least part of these counties, 
there is a wave of illegal deer 
killing. 

As a youngster from Carter 
county told the writer: “The 
illegal hunters have a deer sea- 
son of 360 days a year—they 
don’t hunt during the five-day 
open season—too dangerous—and, 
besides that, they would have to 
buy a deer tag.” A farmer’s wife 
tells of three illegal hunters chas- 
ing a young spike buck into her 
garden with dogs during her hus- 
band’s absence, killing the deer, 
and carrying it away, despite her 
vehement protests.

United States’ foreign affairs in this struggle 
has been wise, able and courageous. 

He has attempted to build democracy where 
it does not exist, to strengthen it where it does. 
He has taken into account the legitimate de- 
mands of other peoples. He has seen that the 
United States did not ride rough-shod over 
smaller rations. 

He has promoted economic aid and arms aid 
to the free world. He has supported the United 
Nations. He bas preached European unifica- 
tion, mutual assistance among the nations of the 
Americas, technical assistance to under-devel- 
oped areas of the world. 

Most of all, he has seen clearly that no quick 
or easy end to the cold war can be expected. 
As South Africa’s Jan Christiaan Smuts said, 
there can be no lasting agreement until there is 
good faith among the nations. 

In some specific, and lesser points, the United 
States is not doing quite all that it might to 
achieve Secretary Acheson’s high purposes, but 
the fault is as much the people’s and Congress’ 
as the Secretary's. 

With what crimes is he charged by his accus- 
ers? He is vilified by some because his policies 
allegedly go beyond the wishes of the American 
people, by others because they think his policies 
do not go far enough. Both cannot be right. 

He is accused of surrendering China to the 
Kremlin. Yet China was in fact, if not formally, 
lost before he took office 14 months ago, and 
the man who syrrendered it was Chiang Kai- 
shek. He is accused of harboring Commu- 
nists in the State Department, yet the charge is 
founded in political partisanship, and not the 
vaguest proof has been produced thus far. 

What have his attackers &ccomplished? They 
have made the foreign policy of the United 
States crippled and ineffective, reports Joseph 
C. Harsch of the Christian Science Monitor, be- 
cause foreign governments no longer are sure 
that the broad policies of the Secretary are the 
policies of the nation. 

There is both room and need for constructive 
criticism and honest difference of opinion, but, 
in the words of Mr. Stimson, “the formulation 
of foreign policy now most urgently demands 
an adjournment to mere partisanship.” How 
many of the wolves can claim higher purpose? 

The cold war can be won only through the 
determination, vigor, courage, responsibility and 
clear continuity of the peoples of the West. These, 
qualities the Secretary of State possesses in ex- 
ceptionally large measure. The country should 
be glad he holds this high post. 3 
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A Redcap, Please? 


After April 1, railroad passengers using Union 
Station will have to pay 25 cents instead of 15 
cents for each piece of luggage carried by red- 
caps. This is an understandable effort to bring 
in more revenue, but raising prices does not 
always have that effect. 

The Terminal Railroad Association pays the 
redcaps on an hourly basis, and collects their 
fees. The Terminal convinced the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that the cost of redcap 
service exceeded the income from it. The red- 
caps themselves—and their union—protested 
that the higher charge might cost them jobs. 

Both the Terminal and the redcaps may be 
correct in their arguments, but in either case the 
fundamental question #% what travelers will 
think. The rise in fees may seem small to a 
railroad, but tourists will quickly figure the in- 
crease at 66 per cent. Many of them are bur- 
dened with several suitcases or parcels, even on 
short stops, so the total fee can add considerably 
to the cost of travel. 

Is it wise to increase the nuisance value of 
baggage fees? After all, the redcap service is 
only an accessory to the transportation business, 
and in that business the railroads have been los- 
ing ground to competing carriers. 
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Since C. C. N. V. has won basketball's first

More Than Meets the Eye 

Television brought the Missouri State Medical 
Association meeting here a full-color ‘picture of 
operations performed a mile away. Color tele- 
vision has proved effective, so much so that 
many who see it often ask why color.is not in 
general use. ; 

For technical and economie reasons, however, 
there is more to color telecasting than meets the 
eye. At the moment the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission is trying to conclude hearings 
on the subject. The FCC has to decide whether 
color television is ready for the general public, 
or whether it should be tested further. 

This question has little to do with the desira- 

bility of color, which almost everybody concedes. 
What the FCC must consider are the rival claims 
of three color systems, as well as the economic 
problem of using any one of them right now. 
The color process | here is the 
oldest, in terms of development, but its adop- 
tion would force the people who own the coun- 
try’s 5,000,000 television receivers to buy more 
equipment, if they wished to get color telecasts 
either in color or in black and white. 

Two other systems are “compatible,” which 
means that present receivers could pick up color 
telecasts in black and white (not in color) with- 
out alterations in the sets. These systéms would

Second, no matter what else may oc- 
cur, the present charges have already spat- 
tered mud upon individuals of the highest 
integrity, and in the present state of the 
world the denial cannot always overtake 
the accusation. 

It should by now be wholly clear that 
indiscriminate accusations of this sort are 
doubly offensive; they damage the inno- 
cent, and they help protect the guilty. For 
if the accuser is so stupid as to connect a 
man like Ambassador Jessup with Commu- 
nism are not all such accusations made 
suspect?

Third, and more important by far, the 
method of the present charges directly and 
dangerously impedes the conduct of the 
foreign affairs of our Government.

THE ENCHAFED FLOOD, by W. H. Auden. 
dom House, 154 ps., $2.50.) 

These three essays by the distinguished 
poet, W. H. Auden, were originally pre- 
pared as lectures to be presented at the 
University of Virginia last year. They show 
the poet as critic, examining closely the 
romantic spirit which. so completely and 
splendidly dominated the literature of the 
last century, before it fell into conven- 
tionalism and was rejected by the modern 
poetic movements. 

Mr.. Auden is interested in certain sym- 
bols, such as the sea and the desert, the 
shell and the stone, and in their revela- 
tion of the fundamental romantic attitudes 
to life. The Romantic hero sought the 
sea for adventure, the desert for exile and 
preparation. The shell is imagination, and 
the stone is reason. The Romantic hero 

is partly an exile, 
partly a d 
spirit, seeking first 
to assert his individ- 
ual nature, and final- 
ly to restore man to 
some Golden Age. 
Through a variety 
of literary works Mr. 
Auden traces these 
symbols and varia- 
tions thereon.

THEN. IN THE PAST FEW YEARS, Russia has seen the work- 
ing out of a very aggressive foreien policy aimed solely at Russia.

For 
pack-taking purposes, therefore, 
you have a poor hand even if you 
unfreeze the pack by making the 
initial meld. ‘(Even if your side 
needed 120 you could do that eas- 
ily with joker-joker-9-9 using 
only four cards.) 

Suppose you made that meld; 
what would you discard? If you 
threw one of your wild cards, it 
would simply re-freeze the pack, 
so you wouldn't have accom- 
plished anything. If you threw a 


complete canasta, the four nines, 
two jokers, and one of your 
deuces. Since you have melded 
a canasta your partner should 
know that you don't need his help 
in that direction. Then why should 
you have melded so many more 
cards than you needed for your 
minimum; why should you have 
used three wild cards to complete 
a canasta without even giving 
partner a chance to add a natural 
nine that might have saved one 
of your wild cards for you? 

He should be able to figure out 
the answer. You have plenty 
of wild cards. You couldn't meld 
more than three of them without 
first completing a canasta. Hence 
you're playing to go out and for 
that the best way he can help is to 
put down as many melds as he 
can (to give you possible layoffs 
and to reduce his own hand). If 
he can put down a new canasta 
base, you may be able to complete 
it with the wild cards you still 
have left, and go out on your next 
turn. 

Question: Having “melded” two 
red threes, am I still able to go 
out concealed? 

Answer: Yes. Red treys are not 
melds; they are bonus cards. The 
rule says only that you must not 
have previously melded.
